Night was only suspended for one oc- 
casion at the special request or the 
Students' Council and must he regard- 
ed as still operative. 

The committee la dad to reiterate the 
lint that in the past Hie Students' 
Council has rendered valuable service 
In dealing with breeches of discipline 
to the end Just mentioned. In I ue p 
-.••ni rase they feel that the luck of In-

unfavorable contrast to the affcctl*

welcome. The book Is small, sketching 
In two hundred and fifty pages the 
record of the Institution, with pleasant 
descriptions, at the outset and close, 
ot life at the University to-day. Mr. 
Wiet summarizes well the accounts! of 
the more formal historians, JoslsTh 
Qulncy nnd Benjamin I'elrce, and 
drawn abundantly from the letters and 
diaries of Harvard men of every 
period. His style Is dignified, yet easy, 
and he shows good udgment In sel- 
ecting for mention ohnnieter and event 
that deserve to be made nattent. 
Little fault can be found with his pre- 
sentment, except that It Is Incomplete 
The book, indeed, seems meagre, when 
one thinks of what It might have told, 
•"or instance as to Harvard's modern 
p« r...d. no time Is belter worth an em- 
phasis thnn that of the Civil War., 
and Mr. Pier properly accords It ex- 
tended mention. He has nothing to 
say, however, of the Confederates nnrl 
their part, but there were noteworthy 
msjn ttio»» »h»~ , W. H. I". !..ee. » 
distinguished calvary leader, with many 
of the traits of his great father, was 
for a time a member of the class of 
1838. About the saW time the Presid- 
ent of the Hasty Pudding Club was 
McKlm. who laid down his life for the 
South; and the clnss-orator. In IM& 
was James B. Clark who served de- 
votedly throughout in the Twenty-first 
Mississippi. They were good men. If 
misguided, and merit at least a word 
of recognition. An regards the Fed- 
eral soldiers, to whom our author con- 
fines himself, he ought to have gone 
beyond the "Harvard Memorial Bio- 
graphies." apparently his only source. 
Francis C Barlow, for Instance the 
most brilliant of the Harvard soldiers, 
the only one, we believe, who on com- 
memoration day had attained the full 
I rank of major-general, won by expos- 
ures, wounds, and achievements almost 
unexampled even In that time Is quite 
Ignored. 

As to the earlier period, It is a aad 



oversight to forget entirely Henry 
Vunc, whose connection with the col- 
lege, though, indeed, most transient, 
was yet very momentous. As (iovernnr 
or Massachusetts Buy In lfiilH, he pre- 
sided over the meeting which founded 
the college, nnd it was his voice that 
declared the vote valid, the creative 
word whkh gave the Institution being. 
He sat that day in his chair of state, n 
youth of twenty- four, his great career 
alt before him. with the long hair which 
had given offence to the soberer Puri- 
tnns, attired in courtly fashion, with 
the mien which Clarendon afterwards 
portrayed ns "unbeautiful;' though 
making "men think there was some- 
what in him of extraordinary. - ' .Mind- 
ful of the grim pomp he had seen in 
the camps and courts of Europe, he 
had nt bis hack n row of stalwart 
halberdiers, armed cap a pie — an In- 
cident In the Harvard story most pic- 
turesque, and deeply memorable. Here, 
certainly, Mr. Pier did not use his op- 
portunity. 

Every good story has a prologue, and 
the story of Harvard has one which 
by no means should be left out. In 
Stratford-on-Avon stands the " Old 
House In the High .Street," identified 
by the most eminent of our antiquaries! 
the late H. F. Q. Waters, by certain 
documentary evidence, as the enrly 
home of Katharine lingers, mother of 
John Harvard, from whom proceeded 
the little Inheritance that first kindled 
In the Western Hemisphere the torch 
of a liberal culture. For this we have 
distinct contemporaneous chapter nnd 
verse. At circumstantial evidence we 
look askance, hut without pressing 
the matter unduly this may be said— 
that the families of Rogers and Shakes- 
peare lived in close neighborhood and 
Intimacy nt Stratford during the reigns 
of Elisabeth and James I.; that the 
poet knew Katharine Rogers well, ns. 
on the other hand, ho knew well Robert 
Harvard, nt length her husband. In his 
shop nt Southwark, In London, hard by 
the niobe Theatre. So fur the con- 
Junction would seem to be Inevitable. 
Then looms up a possibility amounting 
perhaps to n likelihood, that no other 
than Hhokespeare w,is the intermediary 
who brought together the Londoner 
nnd the fair, Welt -dowered maid In the 
remote Midlands, that he was n fam- 
iliar Rticst In the home In Southwark 
which he had helped to establish, and 
that he, the genial family friend, held 
on his knee the little John Harvard, 
the first-born In the household. Could 
this touch of their foster-father with 
the most Illustrious name in literature 
be fairly established! nnd who can say 
after the feats of Mr. Waters what 
scraps may yet he found In the dust- 
heaps?) Harvard men would Indeed 
have n tradition to prize. 

Mr. Pier's estimates of characters 
and events we think In general correct. 
We omit nothing which he ban includ- 
ed, but an adequate portrayal of tho 
noble story of Harvard should have 
in It much that Is here left out.

CHEMICAL SOCIETY HEARS 
PAPER ON "OIL SHALES" 

(Continued from page 1) 

shown the evidence in favor of ihls 
decision Is rather slight. 

Since this Investigation hardly any 
work wns done on these shales except- 
ing a few ultimate analyses. It was 
to find out the nature of the oil pro- 
ducing portions of the shale that Mr. 
Robertson carried out his experiments, 

Tho speaker then reviewed his meth- 
ods and rosults of these experiments, 
which may bo summarized as follows: 

1. The carbon hydrogen ratio varies 
In tho oil shales from 0 to 8 and over. 
The lower this ratio the larger is the 
amount of oil produced front a definite 
percentage of organic matter. Tho 
Carbon-hydrogen ratio is in all tho 
shales examined lower than that In or- 
dinary bituminous COal.

Thirty Convicts Apply for En- 
rollment in Correspondence 
School — Four Sentenced 
% , For Life 



Amongst the final year of medicine 
are twelve men now possessing the de 
grec of B. A., and once again the 
double course of nits and medicine Is 
causing friction between the students 
and the faculty. These final year stu- 
dents have asked the medical faculty 
to grant them the full degree of M.D., 
CM., at the completion of the present 
session, basing their claim on the 
ground that at the time the calendar 
was changed they had already started 
on the intended courses of B. A. and 
M.D., and so should continue under the 
regulations valid at the time of their 
entrance rather than the changed cal- 
endars. The students In 1912 who 
were on the regular combined course, 
were allowed to take the full M. p.-, 
C. M., degree at the end of four years 
in medicine, whilst the medical stu- 
dents were only allowed their bachelor 
of medicine degree, but the students 
were on tho recognized combined 
course, and their case was not so com- 
plicated as tho present situation. The 
faculty held a meeting on Friday af- 
ternoon bin no decision was reached in 
tho matter. 

In regard to the five-year medical 
course, without the option of finishing 
the fifth year out of college by acting 
In a hospital or with a recognized 
physician, which was announced to be 
under contemplation some time ago, 
has not yet been settled. A committee 
consisting of the dean, Dr. A. P. 
Knight, Dr. A. II. B. Williamson, and 
others, were appointed by the faculty 
to consider the advisability of changing 
the course, but owing to Illness of 
somo members n <» report was brought 
in at the faculty meeting last week and 
in all probability the matter will stand 
over until next month. 

Dr. Springer, a graduate of last 
year, in medicine, is said to be very 
seriously ill in Buffalo, X. Y. 

An exhibition game of basketball 
was played in the gymnasium on 
Tuesday afternoon between Queen's I 
and Kingston Y.M.C.A.

Ross 
ran the S80 yard In 2 minutes and 33 
seconds, while Moore and Alberga 
made exactly equal times of 2 min- 
utes 3ft seconds for second place In 
the half mile. 

Interest in the potato race was re- 
warded by the excellent time of 33 
minutes and 4 seconds, made by San- 
ders, and the fact that none of the 
twenty men in It made less than 3G 
35 minutes. Tlicro are expected to 
he some great doings at the finals on 
Saturday, with such good times made 
In the semi-finals. 

As a result of the elimination 
events, twenty men will go up Satur- 
doy to compete In the track events. 
While sixty will fight it out for hon- 
ors in the jumps and the shot puts. 
In tho 140 yds. threo men in dif- 



ferent hoats tied for second place. 
They made it in 1 minute 0 seconds, 
and will have to run off again on 
Friday to decide who should qualify 
for the finals. Cushing did the 440 
In 1 minute 4 seconds, while Jeffrey 
Ross and Nugent will be the trio who 
come up again on Friday for final eli- 
minations. 

Winners of their heats in the 220 
yard dash were McGregor, Jeffreys, 
Hovey, Farlinger, Legault nnd Lee- 
son. They all qualify for the finals. 

In the 440 yards Jeffrey won his 
heat In 1 minute 0 seconds; Scott his 
In 1 minute 71 seconds and the other 
winners of heats were Cushing, 1,43; 
Ross, 1.6; Matthews, 1.7; and Hovey, 
1.7*2-6. Cushing thus qualified for tho 
final while Jeffrey, Ross and Nugent 
(who came next to Cushing) each 
burst the line at 1 minute li seconds. 
These three will, therefore, have to 
run off again on Friday, probably at 
five o'clock, but at least at some hour 
convenient to each. 

In the mile, Moore came away 
ahead of his competitors in his heat. 
He won In 5.35, Willi Mills second in 
approximately ti minutes. Lowry 
won the second heat in fi minutes 
flat, with Beckwith second.

The old man was an athlete of the 
top rank in his day. In his prime, he 
held the world's championship as a 
walker. Several times ho sent chal- 
lenges to Weston, the then famous 
United States walker, but the lutter 
would never accept. However. Itc 
hns now come to the state that his 
salary during the winter Is not suf- 
ficient for his needs, and the Idea of 
the men endeavoring to help hint 
through, Is to get up some sort of a 
benefit for him. This will In all pro- 
bability take the form of a subscription 
w-hereby all students Interested In 
"Old Corky" will be given a chance to 
assist him. 

The old man was too modest to give 
much about his races, but finally his 
son, Jim, managed to get somo In- 
formation from him. 

A list of a few races tho old man 
remembers and a brief account of 
several was the result of the son's 
efforts. 

His first really big event was a long 
distance rncc at tho Agricultural Hall 
at Islington. England. This was a 
six-day event, go oh you please. Here 
ugalnst all betting and the judgments 
of the racing fraternity Corky, or W. 
Gentleman, as Is his real name, «et 
out away ahead of the rest of the 
field. Ho had already covered 375 
miles and nothing but foul play re- 
mained to stop him from winning. He 
remained on the track night and day. 
and was going fine, but they got 
him. Through his trainer. Joo Wool- 
gar, whom he trustca Implicitly, ho 
was poisoned and put out of busi- 
ness. 

Not for long howovcr. as he canto 
back an easy winner In the second long 
distance race. This tlmo his wife re- 
mained with him night and day, and 
from her alone he took his nourish- 
ment, his experience In the first raco 
serving him in good stead. In six dayB 
he covered 521 miles, an average of 
over three miles and a half an hour 
for a hundred and forty-four consec- 
utive hours. In this event he was an 
easy winner. 

A few other races he still remembers 
arc given below in condensed form. 

At the White Lion grounds, Hack- 
ney Wick, London, England, W. Gen- 
tleman beat Geo. Brackcl In a mile 
walking race for ten pounds a side. 

At the White Lion Grounds, Hackney 
Wick, London, England, against Clay- 
ton, of Hoxton, for ten pounds a side, 
one mile, won by W. Gentleman. 

At the While Lion Grounds also, W. 
Gentleman beat Joe Rowe In a ten 
mile event for ten pounds a side. 

At the Bow Ground* London, Eng.. 
W. Gentleman against Virtu, of 
Bloomsbury, four miles, for ten pounds 
a side. Won by W. Gentleman. 

Also at the Bow Grounds, W. Gen- 
tleman beat Cummins In a ton mllo 
raco for ton pounds a side, after giv- 
ing him a start of two miles. 

At the White Lion Grounds, Hack- 
ney Wick, London, Eng., Jack Mills 



beat W. Gentleman In n one mile event 
for ten pounds a side. Juek Mills was 
the only man to beat him up to that 
time, but he never did It again. Sev- 
eral times after that Corky got him. 

At the White Lion Grounds shortly 
after that Win.

Some persons are of a mental constitution so unfortunate that

If you, uphold their fads and foibles, 
J/ou have been trained right and you think right: if you take excep- 
tion to their views you are beyond the pale of refined intelligence, 
fcn object for sincere commiseration. 

There are representations to be made on both sides of every 
controversial issue. In such matters as politics, the suffrage ques- 
tion, vivisection, bitter animosities arc engenedcred and each side 
wishes to hear only its own cause. Many zealots there are who arc 
entirely unwilling that the evidence shall be dispassionately weighed 
and sifted in an independent newspaper. They do not want judicial 
deliberation, but quick decision — and then only for their own sclf- 
righteousness. 

Bigotry excludes the sunlight of the mind and soul. It is the 
thief foe of progress. ' The man whose intellect is hermetically 
sealed against the entrance of fresh evidence on every question is 
unfitted by the fact of his circumscribed horizon for any position 
requiring the broad, quick, sweep of executive judgment. He never 
Can rise above this serious limitation.

But His Paper Ran the Only 
Correct Story After All 

One Reporter Was Stranded on Police Patrol, One Lost on Other 
Side of Harbor, One in Patrol's Dinghy, But the Winning 
Man Went to the Hospital. 



The time 1 went out on tue patrol 
boat to find the Bellerophon, the boat 
started from the Core Avenue wharf 
at about nine o'clock with P. ('. 
Quirk in charge. We had had a re- 
port through the- police that six mon 
had been killed by a dynamite explo- 
sion on the old training ship llelle- 
rophon. captain dim, of the police 
patrol boat, was away in Williams 
somewhere, bunting for water-bur- 
glars at the time, and we would not 
find him. Quirk steered the boat and 
oil" of the drivers of the old patrol 
waggon took charge of the engines. 
We had to break open the cabin 
door to reach the engines. Those 
present were Deputy .lames. Inspect- 
or Brown, Sergeant White. Quirk, 
patrol driver, and myself. 

The patrol driver, under Quirk's 
instructions, managed to get the en- 
gines running and wo backed out of 
Gore Avenue slip about half an hour 
after we reached the boat. She goes 
very fast anil it was not very long be- 
fore we got up opposite Kirby. where 
the explosion was reported to have 
taken place. No flames or floating 
wreckage could be seen, however, 
and by this time the lights on our 
boat had died out and we were in the 
rain ami the darkness. 

At length we saw the outline of 
an old hulk and started towards it. 
It was high in the water and every- 
body thought that it was the wreck, 
only that *ît did not show flame. 
James could smell the dynamite and 
after a while the rest of the crew de- 
cided they could too, so we went to- 
ward the hulk at full speed and 
eventually landed on the same bar 
she was on, only about forty feet 
away.

We drifted down stream stern fore- 
most till Quirk and I got a piece of 
canvas and so made the boat turn 
round.

PARLIAMENTARY ELOQUENCE 



Lord Curzon, Chancellor of Oxford 
University, delivered the Rede lecture 
at Cambridge University, his subject 
being "Modem Parliamentary Elo- 
quence." The lecturer said that while 
oratory, strictly so-called, had passed 
uniler a cloud, and the orator, ir hap- 
pily he did emerge, was suspect, yet 
never was eloquence, the power of 
moving men by speech, more potent 
than now. While the types and 
standards of educat'on that were re- 
presented in the House were many 
and various, that wh'ch was in the 
minority was that which was once 
supreme, the education based on the 
continuous study and knowledge of 
the Greek and Unman classics. The 
power of speecli that a man look to 
the House was that which had been 
developed in the college debating so- 
ciety or on the platform, but not in 
the study of the past. He need not 
for that reason be an ineffective 
speaker, very often quite the reverse; 
but in so far as knowledge and edu- 
cation could make a man a good 
speaker, he was without that re- 
source. In Ihi.- House a gooil deal of 
time was now spent In interrogating 
ministers; four fifths of the remain- 
der was spent in the committee stage 
of bills or the conversational discus- 
sions of the estimates. The oppor- 
tunities for full dress debate wen: 
therefore small. Another change 
which had affected speaking was the 
growth of verbatim reporting In the 
press so that speakers dared not let 
themselves go as Chatham or 1'ox 
could afford to do. 

Passing on to consider individual 
speakers. Lord Curzon said that Mr. 



Gladstone seemed to be the master of 
every art of eloquence and rhetoric. 
He could be passionate or calm, sol- 
emn or volatile, lucid or Involved, 
grave or humorous, persuasive or de- 
nunciatory, pathetic or scornful ut 
will. His great rival Disraeli was a 
master of picturesque and Incisive 
phraseology but was not an orator 
either by nature or art. Lord Ran- 
dolph Churchill led the House for a 
few years with unquestionable bril- 
liance but it was as a mob-orator that 
ho excelled. Joseph Chamberlain 
was another Illustration of great ta- 
lents equally effective in Ule Senate 
or on the platform. For mastery of 
all the arts of debate, clearness, con- 
ciseness, humor, invective, ridicule, 
cogent and incisive reasoning, he was 
unsurpassed. Lord Hosebery was not 
Inaptly described as Britain's only 
orator. Whatever subject be touch- 
ed was raised at once out of the com- 
monplace, it was gilded with happy 
phrases; it sparkled with efferves- 
cence and laughter, and it became a 
part of the intellectual capital of the 
whole community. Mr. Asqulth re- 
presented a type of public speaking 
carried to higher perfection than by 
any one in modern times. Possessed 
of a copious vocabulary, an extraor- 
dinary and effortless command of the 
right word, a remarkable gift of lu- 
cidity and expression, and a resonant 
voice, he produced an overpowering 

effect of parliamentary and forensic 
strength. Uouar Law possessed a 
power unseen since Lord Salisbury's 
time, that of delivering a sustained 
and closely reasoned argument or at- 
tack for an hour without a single 
note.
